Propaganda from politicians and some “bleeding heart members 
of the farm press to the contrary (and despite the noise they will make 
over the wheat referendum—see “Washington Wire page 46) 
farmers of the Sunbelt voted 84 against the Feed Grains bill; 83% 
said they are against, not only the Omnibus Bill, but against govern- 
ment production and price control in any form 

Asked the question, “Do you believe that Orville Freeman is doing a 
good job as Secretary of Agriculture?”, 83.5% said No. (On a similar 
survey question about Ezra Benson in 1958, 55 said Yes.) 

On the question, “Which tarm organization more nearly represents 
your views?”, 72‘ said American Farm Bureau; 7 said Farmers 
Union and 4 said the National Grange 

It’s important to note that the people who answered were real farm- 
ers—people in the business. Some 99-plus of those answering the 
survey said they either own, live on, manage or work on a farm. And 
the survey figures are amazingly in line with the way farmers have 
voted in other polls.

IT TAKES ABOUT FOUR TIMES as much water to 
produce a bushel of corn without fer- 
tilizer as when fertilizer is used, ac- 
cording to Univ. of Ky. research.

The fertilized corn used 16 inches of 
water a season; unfertilized corn used 14 
inches.

NOW 2% MILK is being sold in California. Distrib- 
utors were permitted to start sales Sept. 15. 





MILK DENSITY can now be measured while it is flowing 
through a pipeline. Previous methods required 
that a sample be removed from the container 
and tested in a laboratory, a process that 
could take hours. Univ. of Tenn. scientists 
developed the new method, which uses radio- 
active cesium-137.

THE Senate’s Permanent Subcommit- 
tee on Investigations has completed its 
preliminary investigation into possible 
unlawful use of pressure tactics by 
USDA officials to get the Adminis- 
tration farm bill passed.

“threatened” by the government work- 
ers. 

Chairman John McClellan (D-Ark.)

GROWING SUCCESS of a 

fighting the walnut aphid is 
from the Riverside, Calif. Exp. Sta. It 
was found in southern France two year 
ago by entomologist Robert van den 
Bosch, who sent the wasp to Riverside 
for colonization and release. Since then 
the invader has not only moved rapidly 
inland, but in some areas has attacked 
and killed more than 95% of the aphids 
in in orchards. As the aphid is a major 
pest and resists conventional controls, 
the predatory wasp is looked upon as a 
boon worth thousands of dollars to grow- 
ers. 








GROWERS SHOULD AVOID planting onions 
and garlic on soil which has recently 
been treated with nematode fumigants 
containing bromine, reports the Univ. 
of Calif. Extension Service 

Bromine toxicity in these crops 
reduces yield. The toxic period fol- 
lowing fumigation lasts for a year to 
18 months.

THE DECISION ON COTTON that Secretary of 
Agriculture Orville L. Freeman must make 
by Oct. 15 may be the most important af- 
fecting the crop in many years. He must 
make the determination of the size of the 
1962 allotments by that time. With a gen- 
erally late crop of undetermined size, 
because so much of it is vulnerable to an 
early frost, his estimates of supply and 
demand for the y year ahead can be little 
more than an n educated guess. S. There is the 
possibility that later developments, such 
as a late fall, or an early frost, can 
make his figures appear ridiculous in 

the light of developments. 





A YEAR AGO EZRA TAFT BENSON, then Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, computed the acreage 
needed on the basis of supply and demand, 
then estimated that there would have to 
be enough acreage added to that to pro- 
duce 500,000 bales. His judgment has 

been justified by the 2 million unplanted 
acres, the more than a million acres 
abandoned and the smaller yields than 

the year before. 





ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE INCREASED subsidy 
last February—from 6 to 8.5 cents—had 
the effect of drying up the demand for 
cotton for export during the balance of 
the season. With the price of cotton in- 
creased 3.75 cents into the 1961 season, 
buyers figured that they could buy the 
cotton at the lower 1960-61 prices, carry 
it until the new prices were effective on 
Aug. 1 and make a better purchase under 
the increased subsidy. This had the ef- 
fect of delaying the shipment of a: as “much 
aS a million bales of cotton, cutting the 
1960-61 exports by that mach. It also had 
the effect of encouraging the domestic 
mills to buy the cheaper cotton rather 
than the higher priced cotton from the 
new crop. 














COMMODITY CREDIT CORPORATION STOCKS were 
bought to the point of near depletion as 
a result—being reduced from just under 
5 million bales to 1.5 million bales or 
less on Aug. 1. This cotton, held by 
shippers or mills, has been in competi- 
tion with the current crop, may, before 
the season is over, force much of the 
current crop into the loan.

MR. FREEMAN MOVES toward his decision 
with these facts obvious. What is not so 
obvious is the effect his determination 
will have on cotton and cotton prices. 

It must be remembered, at this point, 

that the CCC stocks are held off the mar- 
ket at a minimum price of 115% of the 
loan. 





IF THE CROP IS SHORT, and this fact may not 
become known until after the acreage de- 
cision is reached, there is a possibility 
that Mr. Freeman will allow even greater 
plantings in 1962. This could cause a 
Slowing down of buying of the current 
crop because of the prospect of more cote 
ton available in 1962. 

On the other hand, the decision may 
be for curtailment of production in 1962, 
probably with no increase in price. The 
high export subsidy already is causing so 
much trouble that an additional increase 
is unlikely—and an increase would be 
needed if the price should be increased. 
Curtailed production in 1962 would mean 
that the domestic mills and the foreign 
buyers would have to depend on the new 
crop for their supplies. 

















THEREFORE, IF the 1961 crop is large enough 
to justify an acreage cut in 1962 it 

will mean that it will move to market. 

It is a strange situation where the pos- 
Sibility of a small crop brings an 

easier market, while the possibility of 

a large crop stimulates demand. 





BY RAISING THE DOMESTIC PRICE more than the 
export subsidy was increased, the new 
Administration raised world prices, en- 
couraged greater foreign production, and 
cut off buying under the smaller subsidy 
which was in force until July 31. Exports 
delayed are exports lost. Any program 
which increases the domestic price with- 
out increasing the export subsidy propor- 
tionately results in curtailed exports. 
Any increase in domestic price makes 
rayon more competitive at home. 

This might be the time to add that 
the rayon manufacturers are conducting a 
most intensive advertising and promo- 
tional campaign to show the domestic 
mills the advantage their product has 
over cotton in the matter of pricing.

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CONGRESS has passed a hog cholera eradication bill It 
authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to initiate an eradi 
cation program and to prohibit or restrict the use of virulent 
(live) virus on hogs moving interstate 

It will mean inspections, prevention measures and buy- 
ing and destroying herds where infection shows up. It'll 
take an estimated 8 to 10 years to complete the job. And 
the project will cost up to $10 million annually

Our college entomology professor told us, “No insect 
has ever been eradicated Bugs are the greatest threat to 
man’s superiority on earth.” 

Nevertheless, you hear more and more these days about 
eradication as a means of relieving farmers and ranchers in 


their unceasing, costly battle against insects and diseases 


To men who talk freely about eradication, the term doesn’t 
mean fighting the bug to extinction To them it means 
“when a disease Or pest Is eliminated from a given area 
(like continental United States) so that its occurrence can 
result only from reintroduction.” 


According to that definition, the bug fighters have had 


varving degrees of success over the years, starting with 
eradication of contagious pleuropneumonia of livestock back 
After that went Dourine and Glanders in horses at 


cattle fever ticks, Foot and 


in 1884 
about the turn of the century 
Mouth disease (which has been “reintroduced” nine times 

the last time in 1929) and V. E. disease in hogs, marked 
“oone” in 1959. TB is not eradicated, but infection is down 
to fifteen one-hundredths of one percent. 

More recently have come campaigns against the Medfly 
in Florida, now said to be eradicated a second time; screw- 
worm in the Southeast (1961 flare-up in Florida is dubbed 
a “reintro”): Hall Scale of stone fruits on the West Coast 
(none in two years); Hoja Blanca (white leaf) of rice, wiped 
out by killing its insect carriers and infected plants; and the 
Fire Ant of the South, where it is said the entomologists ar- 
rived “too late with too little” and got resistance instead of 
aid from people in the region 


Among eradication programs now under way is the na- 
tional program to wipe out brucellosis. Estimates on the 
time it will take—and the goal—promise all counties “cer- 
tified” by 1966 and complete eradication by 1975. At last 
count some 2,200 counties and 26 states were certified free 
or modified free. (A promising new test for detection, Heat 
Inactivation Test, may help the schedule.) 
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The brucellosis campaign is costing taxpayers $20 million 
a year in federal funds and $17 million a year from state gov- 
ernments

A plant pest now under attack by eradication experts is 
the witchweed (see picture, opposite page). This is one that 
scientists are trying to stop before it spreads from the two 
states (Carolinas) where it is now found 

Eradication is more nearly possible now than ever before 

because there are more tools to make it work. Dr. R. J 
Anderson, Director, Animal Disease Eradication Division, 
ARS, describes the conditions under which eradication makes 
more sense than continuous control (see quote, bottom of 
Opposite page); then goes on to emphasize that cooperation 
in the field is a must. Regardless of the economic im- 
portance of the disease or insect, he says it is useless to start 
eradication unless the industry is willing to endure the re- 


strictions necessary to get the job done. 


Speaking of eradication methods, Dr. Anderson expresses 
great hope that the use of sterile males can be used effective- 
ly against other insects—as it was and is being used against 
the screwworm. He tells about tests now 
a Pacific island to determine whether the system will work 


to kill off the Oriental fruit fly (see pictures, opposite page).

Can they wipe out screwworm in the Southwest as they 
have done in the Southeast? Anderson says field trials must 
first be carried out to determine (1) if artificial barriers 
(against Mexico) can be set up, and (2) what it would 
cost to maintain such barriers. 

When are we going to kill off the boll weevil? He thinks 
the time is way out yonder. Here we face the same prob- 
lem as with screwworms on the Mexican border, plus some 
others (like over-wintering habits). Why not the border 
problem with brucelossis and cholera? Because you can 
have rigid inspection of animals crossing the border 
Canada beat us to the outlawing of live virus for cholera 
control.

Do poison manufacturers resist the eradication approach 
on grounds it may destroy the market for control products? 
On the contrary, says Anderson, they give the fullest co- 
operation; they agree with the college “prof” that we'll 
never kill all the insects and, for most companies, farm 
pests represent a small percentage of their total market.

Pork Roast with Dressing 

Select a loin of pork. Have a butcher 
cut loin in half and separate back- 
bone. Cut between each chop with- 
out cutting all the way through. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and place 
on a rack in roasting pan—fat side up. 

Prepare stuffing to taste. Fill cuts 
between the chops with the stuffing. 
Cover the meat with aluminum foil. 
Roast in a moderate oven, 350°, for 
30 to 35 minutes per pound of the 
heavier half of the loin, or until a 
meat thermometer reaches’ 185 
(Pork always should be well-done, 
without pink color.) Remove foil for 
the last 30 minutes of baking to brown 
the roast. Place roast on carving board 
and garnish with crisp celery leaves 
and spiced crab apples, as desired.

Aunt Anna’s Coffee Cake

man of Dallas, Tex.) 


1 package dry 1 cup lukewarm 
yeast water 

1 tablespoon sugar 4 cups sifted fiour

water 1 egg white—beaten 
Second Mixture Ve cup sugar

Ye cup shortening cinnamon 


3 eggs 1 cup pecans

Mix the yeast, tablespoon of sugar 
and %3 cup of water, let stand for 5 
minutes. Cream the 42 cup sugar with 
the shortening. Add beaten eggs, salt, 
water and flour; mix well. Combine 
this mixture with the yeast mixture 
and blend. Allow to rise at room 
temperature until double in bulk. 
Work down with a knife. 

Use either 3 pie pans or 2 layer 
cake pans. Butter the pans and place 
the dough in them. Allow to rise a- 
gain to double in bulk. 

Brush top of dough with beaten egg 
white. Combine sugar and cinnamon; 
sprinkle over top. Finally, sprinkle 


top with pecans and dot with butter.

The new vacuum cleaners are won- 
derful, but not satisfied 
with the paper dust bags which come 
with them. A familiar complaint came 
from one of my neighbors. 

“Living on a farm like this,” she 
said, “you don’t jump into the car and 
drive 20 miles to town when you find 
that you’ve run out of dust bags. Why 
don’t they make one that you can 
empty and re-use?” 

Another complaint came from a 
relative. “I like my new vacuum 
cleaner,” she explained, “but the suc- 
tion is so strong that the paper bags 
won't hold up. The cleaner works so 
well I hesitate to send it back, but 
what can I do about the dust bags?” 

Shortly after that I brought a new 
vacuum cleaner and when it came time 
to replace the paper bags in it, I found 
to my dismay that our small town 
doesn’t have a store that carries them 
The first few times I ordered bag re- 
placements through the mail—which 
took week of having an idle 
vacuum cleaner and a dirty house. It 
was then I decided that I would make 
a bag which would be re-usable in my 
vacuum cleaner 

For a small amount of money and 
a few minutes of work, perhaps you, 
too, will make a dust bag which will 
serve the purpose well for a long time. 

Here’s what you need: 

1. A cloth bag from a tank type 
vacuum cleaner, plus the filter pad. 
These can be secured from the vac- 
uum cleaner dealer in your town 

2. A little piece of cotton cloth 

3. The small rubber square from 
one of your disposable bags. (This 
is the only part which must fit.) 

The idea is to close the large end 
of the bag and open the smaller one. 
Here is how this is done: Remove the 
wire screen from the filter pad. It

That’s all for that end. On the other 
end pin the rubber square in the center 
of the bag and mark the hole. Leave 
the strip of bias tape on. It’s handy 
for carrying and cleaning and it’s 
easily moved out of the way. Cut the 
hole in the bag about “4 inch larger 
than the rubber hole—then sew it on. 








You'll have to take the foot feed off 
your sewing machine to get the metal 
ring under it, but the feed can be at- 
tached again easily. You'll also have 
to remove the filter pad while you're 
sewing. 

rhat’s all! To empty the bag, re- 
move from vacuum cleaner, slip the 
rubber ring off and shake both bag 
and filter pad thoroughly. Replace 
and you're ready to go again. Never, 
from now on, when you have a clean- 
ing job to do in a hurry, will you find 
yourself with an uncooperative vac- 
uum cleaner that shirks its job!

With hormone—control 
of blooming time? 


ORCHARD men who often wish they 
had some way of postponing bloom- 
ing to prevent late frost damage may 
get a boost from New Mexico re- 
search 

And the peach tree itself may pro- 
vide the key to delaying blooming and 
keeping the trees in the 
Marion B. Jones, assistant professor 
in the horticulture department at New 
Mexico University, has isolated a hor- 
mone that he thinks will do the job. 

It’s a jawbreaker called Mandelo- 
nitrite. It was discovered in 1961 in 
dormant flower buds. Jones is con- 
vinced that the material—which can 
be produced commercially —can be 
used to delay blooming in peaches and 
apricots to prevent frost damage 

He is currently developing rates of 
application and the times to apply it 
for effective control of blooming. Al- 
though Jones is hopeful that his work 
will prove out, there are other growth 
regulators produced by the peach 
tree which may prove more effective 
in delaying blooming, he says.
